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DECISION ON PETITION

(3) that he or she has made or caused to be made a careful and thorough search of the prior art or 
has a good knowledge of the pertinent prior art. 

Further, Applicant must provide one copy of each of the references deemed most closely related 
to the subject matter encompassed by the claims if said references are not already of record. 

The petition is GRANTED . 

The application will retain its special status throughout its entire course of prosecution the Patent 
and Trademark Office, including appeal, if any to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, 
subject only to diligent prosecution by the applicant. 
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The application file will be forwarded to the examiner for expedited prosecution. 
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
